In advance of its receipt, 
however, the Governor got in touch 
by telephone with Hocker, who is 
at the Sugar Creek- Club near 
Newburg, in Phelps County, and 
discussed the resignation. 


Text of Hocker’s Letter. 

The text of Hocker’s letter of 
resignation, received today at Jef- 
ferson City, follows: 

“I am tendering, and want you 
to accept, my resignation. I have 
never had work that I have move 
enjoyed than police work, but to 
perform one’s duty fully entails 
such a sacrifice of friendship and 
clientele that I frankly feel I can- 
not afford to go any farther. 

“All public service by a man 
who earnestly tries to do his full 
duty entails Sacrifice. If the. sac- 
rifice is too great the only alterfa- 
tive is to surrender the job. That 
is my situation. 


“I hope you will appoint some- 
one in my place who will keep the 
police out of politics as my experi- 
ence convinces me that only by so 
doing can you have ane efficient 
and fearless force. 4 

“I thank you for your confidenc 
in me and trust you have not suf-’ 
fered too much from it?’ 

Hocker agd his associates took 
charge of the police department 
pril 17, 1929. 
acts of the board was to decline

Board’s Non-Political Program. 

In an early statement the board

SHOCK AT NEW MADRID 


No One Injured and No Damage; 
Town Center of Region Known 
for Tremors.

NEW MADRID. Mo., July 18.—A 
distinct earthquake shock was felt 
at New Madrid at 8:52 a. m. today, 
the tremor shaking windows, tele- 
phone poles, wires and trees. So 
far as is known, no one was injured 
and no damage resulted. 

Old residents said the shock was 
the most pronounced of any expe- 
rienced here in recent years. 

New Madrid is in the center of a 
so-called earthquake region. About 
115 years ago a severe shock lev- 
eled houses and hills and flattened 
out the entire region.

of bribery, is satisfied. 

Fall was convicted in October, 
1929, of taking a $100,000 bribe 
from E. I. Doheny, wealthy oll 
man, in the leasing of the Elk Hills 
naval oil reserve to one of Do- 
heny’s companies when Fall was 
Secretary of the Interior.

This is the first time a German 
Chancellor has been in Paris offi- 
clally since 1871, when Bismarck 
came to proclaim the German eme- 
pire at Versailles at the end of the 
Franco-Prussian War.

There has been no change in the 
plans for a meeting tomorrow at 
which representatives of Great 
Britain, the United States and the 
other nations concerned will be 
present.

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TENSION IN NATION 


Chancellor Bruening’s 
Paper Says He Knows 
Better Than Anyone Else 
That He Is in Hot Fight. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 18—Germany’s 


statesmen went to Paria today to 
convince France that uniess finan- 
cial aid is forthcoming Germany’s 
crisis may become Europe's catas- 
trophe. 

Millions of Germans are hoping 
that Chancellor Bruening and For-

The Chancellor himself, when he 
left on the Nord Expresa, was Op- 
timistic that his parley with Pre- 
mier Laval would inaugurate a 
new era in Franco-German rela- 
tions. 
“The Foreign Minister and I are 
proceeding to Paris,” he _ said, 
“with the firm will to enter upon 
an open mutual interchange of 
views, the result of which, as I 
hope, will clear the way for trust- 
ful collaboration. I hope that these 
personal contacts will help clear 
the situation and _ give a visible 
proof of interntional solidarity.” 
Decree Against Press. 
Shortly before the statesman 
left, President von Hindenburg is- 
sued a decree strengthening the 
Government’s power to suppress 
newspapers “endangering public 
safety” and compelling all papers 
of whatever political faith to pup- 
lish emergency decrees and urgent 
The failure 
of the anti-government press to 
print notice of the bank holiday led 
to this move. 


Gottfried Treviranus, Cabinet 
Minister without portfolio, an- 
nounced over the radio that be- 
ginning Monday bank restrictions 
would be relaxed to allow savings 
bank depositors to withdraw not 
more than 20 marks (about $4.69) 
daily from savings accounts and 
100 marks (about $25) from 
checking accounts. He also said a 
special passport tax of 100 marks 
would be levied on Germans leav- 
ing the country. 

The passport tax does not ap. ly 
to foreigners visiting in Germany or 
passing through. It will be effective 
July 22 and will remain in force 
until Oct. 1. In today’s newspa- 
pers there was some protest to the 
effect that such a measure would 
embarrass German commercial! 
travelers. 

The Boerse Committee an- 
nounced postponement of reopen- 
ing of the Stock Exchange schede 
uled for Monday, explaining = re- 
sumption of business would be im- 
possible until money and banking 
were back to normal. The produce 
Exchange is still functioning under 
some restrictions. 

The Federal Industrial Board has’ 
notified members that invoices 
must be made out in marks with- 
out any clauses as to settlement in 
gold or any foreign currency. This 
was designed to help keep the Ger- 
méan currency stable. 

Guarantee of Deposits. 

German banks entered an agree- 
ment under which each will par- 
ticipate in a guarantee for the de- 
posits of the others. It is expected 
the plan will permit free resump- 
tion of currency payments without 
risking disastrous runs on individu- 
al banks. 

A decree makes it compulsory 
for every holder of drafts, claims 
crédit balances, etc., in foreign cur- 
rencies to declare the amount of his 
holdings to the Reichsbank. The 
bank may then take,them over at 
the current rate in mafks unless 
the owner can establish that they 
are needed for justifiable economic 
purposes. 

Failure to declare such holdings 
is punishable by imprisonment up 
to 10 years and a money fine of 
“an indefinite amount.” which 
makes possible confiscation of the 
offender's entire property.

Fall and Harding. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 
LBERT B. FALL, broken in health 


after eight- years of strenuous labor 
to prevent imprisonment for those ne- 
farious schemes in connection with the 
leasing of the Government oil reserves, 
apparently gives up the fight. But, in 
resigning himself to the inevitable fate 
of the prison walls, he momentarily re- 
gains the courage to refute the becloud- 
ed statements of the President of our 
republic. 

In an interview with @ reporter of the 
Kansas City Star, the former Cabinet 
member makes the following statement: 
“In all I did in leasing thgse naval lands 
to Doheny and Harry F.*Sinclair, I was 
acting simply as the agent of President 
Harding. He knew and sanctioned all 
I did, and, therefore, there could not 
have been any betrayal of his confi- 
dence. If a wrong was done, President 
Harding was as guilty of it I. But 
there was no wrongdoing at all.” 

In the light of the history of this case, 
this statement appears to ring true, at 
least from the Fall viewpoint. Of course, 
the consensus is that Fall did do a wrong | 
and that proper punishment should be 
meted out in his case the same as in the 
case of one of our most obscure citizens. 
But the viewpoint of Fall, and probably 
of President Harding, was that the loot- 
ing of the general public by means of 
tariffs, subsidies, panics or the surren- 
der of Government oil reserves to pri- 
vate capital, however meager the _ re- 
turns, does not properly constitute an 
atrocious act. 

It is indeed a pitiable plight in 
which Albert B. Fall finds himself. De- 
serted by his partners and finally con- 
vinced that  prevarication. however 
shrewd and technical, will not save him 
from the prison bars, the ex-Secretary 
of the Interior, resigned to his fate by 
that great law of nature which purges 
even for the most atrocious acts, reaches 
out and clutches at truth. . ss

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“JUSTICE FOR HUNGARY.” 

All the world applauds the feat of the two gallant 
Hungarians, Capts. Magyar and Endres, in their 
non-stop flight from Harbor Grace, N. F., to Budapest. 
It was a splendid feat in aerial navigation, speed and 
distance. They flew 3239 miles in 26 hours and 22 
minutes, averaging about 120 miles an hour, It com- 
pares favorably at all points with other extraordinary 
accomplishments of aviators. 

Does all the world understand the motive of the 
flyers and the. significance of the achievement sym- 
bolized in the name of the plane, “Justice for Hun- 
gary”? The enthusiasm of the Hungarians at Buda- 
pest, shared undoubtedly by all Hungarians, was in- 
tensified by recognition of the motive of the flyers 
in calling world attention to the cause of justice for 
Hungary. na 

The flight was more than a mere attempt to bring 
renown to the flyers. It was more than an attempt 
to enhance the credit of a city or a nation. It em- 
phasized the great cause which lies nearest the hearts 
of Hungarians. This cause is the righting of the 
wrongs that Hungary suffered after the war through 
the treaty of Trianon. Hungary, of all the peoples 
engaged in the World War, suffered more by defeat 
than any other country except possibly Austria, which 
was left intact but a mere fragment of the great 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. Austria, isolated, with a 
population of about 6,000,000, containing a city for- 
merly of 2,000,000, is slowly perishing. Hungary 
was stripped by the treaty of Trianon. Two-thirds 
of her territory and two-thirds of her population were 
cut off and distributed among Rumania and Jugo 
Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia. In the territory cut off 
were large sections belonging for a thousand years to 
the ancient Kingdom of Hungary. In the population 
cut off were several millions of Magyars, sharing 
the blood and history, sympathy and loyalty to coun- 
try of the remaining Hungarians. f 
The partition of Hungary, paralleling in a meas 
ure that of the ancient Kingdom of Poland, which 
was completely stripped by Germany, Austria and 
Russia, was a terrible blow to the Hungarians. They 
felt that they had received punishment far more se- 
vere than they deserved as reluctant supporters of 
the Austrian Empire in the war. They felt that the 
partition of an ancient kingdom which had existed 
for a thousand years and had served as a bulwark to 
Europe and Christendom against the inroads of the 
Turks, was a wholly unreasonable and indefensible, 
act of vengeance against a conquered enemy. They 
felt that the separation of people of the same blood, 
civilization and traditions and their distribution 
among alien peoples was an act that could not be jus- 
tified and would inevitably cause discontent and 
rancor which could only be allayed by a just revision 
of the treaty. 

The treaty was the worse because it was accom- 
plished mainly through the influence of France for 
political purposes. She wanted to weaken Hungary, 
to strengthen her power through her allies, Rumania, 
Jugo-Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia, which form the Lit- 
tle Entente, ringing around both Austria and Hun- 
gary. 

Since the treaty of Trianon, in which the United 
States participated, Hungary has persisted in efforts 
to have it revised.* She has not asked for a return of 
all the territory and all the population, but only of 
those parts which lie contiguous to the present boun- 
daries of the country, and in which are the great 
majority of the expatriated Hungarians. The areas em- 
brace watersheds, rivers and railroads that had been 
an essential part of the old kingdom. These efforts 
have been futile. Although nearly every statesman in 
the civilized world recognizes the justice of the plea 
and the wrong to which Hungary has been subjected, 
not gne has taken an effective step toward righting 
the wrong. The treaty itself contains a clause pro- 
viding for revision, but no action has been taken on 
it. 

The result is that rancor and resentment have made 
a sore spot of Hungary and therefore a menace of war 
in the future. Hungary, of courg, is unable to make 
war, but the sense of injustice remains so strong 
that it is inevitable that her people should be waiting 
and watching for an opportunity to right the wrbdng. 
Doubtless some time the question will come up for 
settlement, but in the troubled state of Europe, eco 
nomic and political, it is impossible to make even a 
fair guess at the time. It is one of those unsettled 
problems which lie in the lap of the future and may 
at any time spring up for settlement, perhaps at a 
most inopportune time. 

It is doubtful if the great feat of the Hungarian 
aviators will accomplish anything effective. But it 
calls the attention of the world to the act of injus- 
tice. It may strengthen the movement to right the 
wrong. It certainly adds fuel to the fire of protest 
and ardent desire on the part of Hungarians to ob- 
tain justice. It at least reminds the world of the 
quality of that strong, brave, resolute race which 
resisted the onslaughts of the Moslem and fought its 
way into the sun of European civilization.

Now he can lay a 
barrage on the Prince of Wales. 
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BILLBOARDS IN CALIFORNIA. 

One of California’s major assets*is her scenery. At- 
tracted largely by the California landscape, tourists 
annually spend about $500,000,000 there. Yet, a sur- 
vey just issued by the American Nature Association 
discloses, the State’s roadsides are marred by an un- 
sightly irruption of billboards. Gaudy signs blot out 
views of the mountains, they hide wayside avenues 
of trees, they loom along coastal roads. Billboards 
invade even the residence districts, despite the pledge 
of the outdoor advertising industry in 1925 to re- 
move all signs from such sections. When a legisla- 
tive committee inquifed into the situation, the in- 
dustry’s hold on the State was disclosed. One-third 
of the “classic document” this committee brought in 
was an extract from a propaganda book of a bill- 
board concern. The report thoroughly whitewashed 
the billboards, and went so far as to praise them 
for lighting up dark highways at night, thus sooth- 
ing the fears of belated travelers. : 

“When California, whose scenery is both an esthetic 
and a cash asset, can so neglect billboard regulation, 
the of the task elsewhere over the country may 
be realized. Yet the movement is gaining ground. 
Many states have met the problem squarely with re- 
strictive legislatim. Motor associations, realizing the 
danger in signs that distract the attention of drivers 
from the roads, have entered the campaign. Business 
concerns are learning that abandonment of such. ad- 
vertising results in added good will from the public.

For good or ill, the 10-year isolation of the United |. 


States from~European political affairs is ended. We 
are again in the thick of events in thg Old World. 
That is the plain meaning of the President's state- 
ment that both Secretary Mellon and Secretary Stim- 
son would participate in the conference of Ministers 
of state which the British Government has called 


‘for next Monday to consider the emergency in Cen-} 


tral Europe. 

The President found it impossible for the United 
States to rest on a single achievement—the Hoover 
moratorium. He had hoped that this woulde enough 
to save Germany in the present crisis. It turned out 
to be only one sten in the right direction. Further 
steps were urgently necessary. If it was sound reason- 
ing that the United States, out of enlightened self- 
interest, must’ initiate a war debt and reparation 
moratorium for one year in order to stave off a ca- 
tastrophe that would have had baleful repercussions 
throughout the world, then it remained equally sound 
reasoning that the United States must keep the good 
effects of the moratorium from being lost. 

So the United States is back in Europe with its 
statesmanship as well as its dollars. We have at last

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AN AMERICAN MARKER ON WESSEX HEATH. 

Close by the small thatched cottage in which Thom- 
as Hardy was born 9$0-odd years ago, his American ad- 
mirers have reared him a sturdy monument, rough 
hewn in Cornish granite. Not far away rests quiet 
old Dorchester, where the chalk hills of the western 
downs narrow and turn away toward the sea’s salt 
mist, rolling in with night from the channel. Under 
a low gray sky stretches Wessex Heath, land of the 
West Saxons, with ff somber clusters of rural abodes, 
still the dwelling place of the vanishing remnants of 
Hardy’s peasants—field hands, sheep herders, wood- 
landers—made secure in the human story by his 
photographic description. Here are the hedged roads 
familiar to Tess and the Egdon bypaths along which 
the native returned. Here was the hearthstone of 
Jude the obscure; here Fanny Robin found death in 
the workhouse. To this cramped countryside Hardy 
held himself and his work. The squire of Max Gate 
stayed close to home. , Yet it is not strange that 
metropolitan America should find the long-suffering 
Wessex folk an absorbing people. Hardy set their 
struggles in localized habits and manners, but he 
made them the struggles of men and women caught 
by the inscrutables the world over. That is the tes- 
timony of the new marker by the greenwood tree. 
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FREE TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 

It is to be hoped that administration leaders, who 

urged the increase of tariff duties through enactment 

of the Hawley-Smoot bill as a’ means to end the de- 
pression and then stood by while conditions grew 
steadily worse, read the annual report of Governor- 

General Davis of the Philippine Islands. Among 

other things, the report announced a substantial treas- 

ury surplus and a decrease in bonded indebtedness, 
but its most significant feature was Mr. Davis’ sweep- 
ing indorsement of free trade. On this subject he 

said: . 

There is no question that the one thing which 
saved the Philippine Islands from a major eco- 
nomic disaster was the free access to the enor- 

- mous American market. We could not have sold 
our sugar and many other crops tn any other 
market under the fierce competitive conditions 
and low prices now prevailing. The financial, po- 
litical and social effects which would have fol- 
lowed the loss of this market under existing cir- 
cumstances can hardly be estimated. - 

That this free trade has also been of benefit to the 
United States, Mr. Davis pointed out in the section 
dealing with the steady increase in the percentage of 
total imports supplied by the United States to the 
Philippines during the last 10 years. The islands, 
his report reveals, have constituted the largest mar- 
ket, on thé basis of dollar value, for leading Ameri- 
can progucts, such as canned goods, wheat flour and 
cotton goods.

The Sculpture of Carl Milles 


Swedish sculptor, whose works now are on display at City Art Museum, is considered 
one of leaders in profession; his massive, simplified forms are designed expressly 
to be seen out of doors; distinguished for monumental grandeur of concept and 
fertility of invention; combines humor and fantasy with dignity of his creations.

ELMOM is any museum privileged to of- 
S fer to its public-sucha remarkable group 

of work bya living prtist as has been 
brought together in the/ present exhibition 
of sculpture hy Cari Milles. In the first 
place, the world can rarety hoast of produc- 
ing an artist capable of such attainment; 
in the second, sculpture, particularly in 
bronze and marble, offers its particular ob- 
stacles to the exhibitor which necessarily 
make such events a rarity. The sculptor 
far more than the painter is localized by the 
very nature of his work. While the painter 
in almost all cases can easily come to the 
public, the sculptor has to wait for tiie 
public to come to him. : 

Though statements of comparative rank- 
ing among artists are of questionable advan- 
tage, most qualified critics will agree that 
Carl Milles stands in the very forefront of 
his profession today. Some even go further 
and place him as the outstanding figure of 
the generation that followed Rodin. In any 
case, there can be no question that his later 
works are a distinct contribution to the 
art of sculpture such as is seldom seen in 
any generation and the creation of a per- 
sonal vision of such tremendous power and 
individuality ag can be found only in a 
‘master. 

The story of Carl Milles is one of ex- 
treme privation dad desperate struggle 
while completing hig’artistic educatton. He 
had the inspiration of personal friendship 
with such figures as Flammarion, Pasteur 
and, of course, Rodin, who for many years 


was his god. These years of struggle, ham- 


pered by lack of robust health, no doubt 
had a profound effect upom his tempera- 
ment, for a strain of melancholy is observ- 
abie in his work for many years afterward. 
The privations and discipline which these 
struggles imply are considered by Milles as 
the foundation of his achievement, as he 
believes that no artist can make a real con- 
tribution until he has learned  himsel? 
through such trials. ? 
* _ * 

The height of Milles’ attainment up to the 
period of the Great War is marked by the 
group of two dancing girls, of which a rep- 
lica is shown in the present exhibition. The 
influence of Rodin and the classical tradi- 
tion is clearly evident, but at the same time 
there is an architectonic quality to the 
work which marks an essentially different 
point of view. From this time on, Milles 
seemed to find his own metier with surpris- 
ing rapidity. The Susanna Fountain, which 
won the grand prix at the Exposition of 
Decorative Arts in Paris,in 1925, but was 
completed some 10 years earlier, shows an 
even greater advance in the monumental 
treatment of the figure than the “Two 
Dancers.” - 

This ability to gain a monumental general- 
ization without losing the charm of normal 
contours is seen in the “Siren With Fishes” 
dn this exhibition. From the same ‘time, 
1915, is the figure of the naiad on a dol- 
phin, called “Sunglitter.” Minute attention 
to the niceties of modeling does not in the 
least detract from the superb alignment of 
masses which gives the whole composition 
unbounded energy ang dash. 

The promise of things to com@ made 
in the project for the Fountain of Industry 
was realized in 1923-24 with the Europa 


Fa 
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Fountain at Halmstad. Here, besides the 
central figure of Europa and the bull, are 
utilized the four triton figures which were 
first made for a fountain in Milles’ own 
gardens at Lidingo, the replicas of which 
in this exhibition are soon to be installed in 
the Art Institute of Chicago. The massive, 
simplified forms and superb movement of 
these figures must be seen in the sunlight 
through the mists of spouting water for the 
full effect to be obtained. In this connec- 
tion it should be noted that practically all 
of Milles’ work is expressly designed to be 
seefi in the sunlight and out of doors, often 
against the sky. This necessitates a differ- 
ent treatment and often a different idea 
than would be appropriate to indoor sculp- 
ture, a fact that the average sculptor seems 
slow to realize. 

Not since the days of the great baroque 
sculptors of Italy have such magnificent 
fountain figures been realized, and h 
even more than in the case of their baroque 
ancestors, the figures are definitely of the 
water. 

a o * 

The Fokunga fountain, in the little town 
of Linkoping, commemorates the legendary 
hero, Folke Filbyter, progenitor of the royal 
Swedish house of Wasa. According to the 
legend, Folke, a local princeling, had by his 
harsh conduct so allenated the church that 
the monks spirited away his young grand- 
son to be brought up in an atmosphere more 
favorable to them. Desperate at his inabil- 
ity to find his grandson, the aged Wolke 
spent the rest of his life wandering around 
Sweden on horseback in his search. Finally, 
just before his death, after 24 years gf wan- 
dering, he found him as @ young man serv- 
ing as secretary to the King. 

The fountain consists of a long rectangu- 
lar basin, from the center of which rises 
the heroic equestrian figure of the aged 
Folke. The man and the horse are welded 
together into a sculptural unity seldom 
achieved in sucha subject. The weary horse, 
swinging sideways to avoid uncertain foot- 
ing, is balanced by an opposite swing of the 
superimposed figure peering outward and 
downward as though searching the ground. 
The result is an effect of dynamic balance 
rather than static poise usually found in 
the treatment of the equestrian figure. The 
entire composition creates an atmosphere 
of combined tragedy and power that is mar- 
velously compelling. 

Another trait of Milles’ work is seldom 
found in sculpture of true monumental qual- 
ity. This is the robust, yet frequently del- 
icate, humer and fantasy which run through- 
out almost all of his creations. At times his 
marble and bronze burst out into lively 
chuckles and even guffaws of impish de- 
light, as in his “Young Moose” and marble 
“Europa and the Bull.” It is this remark-

GANGSTER AND AIDS 
REMANDED TO JAIL 


No Chance of Parole Pend- 


ing Appeal From Long 
Sentences to Canon City 


Prison for Robbery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

DENVER, July 18.—An appeal 
will be filed by Henry W. Bostel- 
man, Abe Levin’ and Cocky Leon- 
ard, St. Louis gangsters, from their 
conviction in the Golden Eagle de- 
partment store robbery of May 10, 
it was announced by defense coun- 
sel yesterday after the trio had 
been sentenced to long penitentiary 
terms by District Judge McDon- 
ough. 

Bosthelman, as leader of the trio 
in the store robbery, and the only 
one of the three who showed fight 
when policemen interrupted the 
was sentenced te a term of from 
35 to 40 years, for burglary with 
an explosive. Leonard and his lit- 
tle pickpocket pal, Devin, were sen- 
tenced to serve 30 to 40 years on 
the same charge. 

For burglary by force, of which 
they were also found guilty, they 
were sentenced to terms of from 
nine years and 11 months, to 10 
years, the sentence to run  con- 
currently with the long terms. They 
will serve their time in the prison 
at Canyon City, one of the most 
“hard-boiled” penitentiaries in the 
country. 

Bostelman Shows Emotion. 

Bostelman was the only one of 
the St. Louis hoodlums to show any 
emotion as sentence was passed. He 
stood before the bar with tears in 
his eyes and perspiration beading 
his forehead as the Court entered 
judgment against him. In sen- 
tencing Levin and Leonard, Judge 
McDonough said: s 

“You men are apparently Bostel- 
man’s hirelings, but nevertheless 
just as guilty of the crime charged. 
The State must protect itself 
agaimst criminals. Apparently 
Bostelman selected a life of crime 
after serious deliberation, judging 
from his past ¢riminal record.” 

After passing sentence, Judge Mc- 
Donough granted defense attorneys 
a 30-day stay of execution and 6¢ 
days in which to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions. The gangsters, therefore, 
will remain in the Denver county 
jail at least a month before trans- 
fer to the penitentiary. Tiere is 
every likelihood the stay of execu- 
tion will be extended at the end of 
30.days if counsel makes such a re- 
quest. 

Bostelman's wife and mother, 
who have been in Denver most of 
the time since his arrest, visited 
him in the county jail Friday aft- 
ernoon and it was hinted after their 
departure that they might make a 
personal appeal to the Court for 
Bostelman’s release on probation 
under a law passed by the last Colo- 
rado General Assembly. That any 
such appeal on behalf of either of 
the three prisoners would be a 
waste of time is believed certain, 
however, because of their past 
criminal exploits. 

Judge McDonough would be 
called upon to pass on any such 
motion in overruling the defense 


motion for a new trial and passing | 


sentence upon them he indicated 
clearly his belief that all three of 
the men are dangerous criminals 
and should be confined for the 
good of society. 

His mind was so thoroughly 
made up that he even declined to 
hear any argument by the District 
Attorney in tebuttal of the points 
brought out by Paul P. Prosser of 
defense counsel in his argument in 
support of the motion for a new 
trial. : 

“The record speaks for itself,” 
Judge McDonough said. “Further 
argument would be a waste of 
time, The motion is overruled.” 

Must Serve 25 Years. 

Under the system of good time 
allowances now in use at the Colo- 
rado penitentiary, Bostelman will 
be behind prison bars at least 25 
years, barring the possibility of es- 
cape Or commutation of sentence 
at some later date. Colorado law

THAT THREE MEN 
CAN PUSH PULLS 100 CARS 


A new type of locomotive which 
can be pushed on a level track by 
three men but ‘which is large and 
powerful enough to haul a freight 


train of m than 100 cars was 
brought to St. Louis yesterday by 
the Timken Roller Bearing Co. and 
delivered to the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad for test runs. 

The locomotive completed a trial 
run on the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road Thursday and has been in use 
on a number of railroads in recent 
months. It has hauled passenger 
trains between St. Louis and New 
York as well as 100-car freight 
trains. It is equipped throughout 
with roller bearings and many 
ather efficiency devices. 

T. V. Buckwalter, vice president 
of the Timken company, who is in 
charge of the engine, explains that 
roller bearings reduce cost of oper- 
ation and give faster acceleration, 
engineers estimating the increase in 
efficiency at 10 to 20 percent. The 
locomotive has been in operation 
for about a year and in that time 
has been in the roundhouse for re- 
pairs only three times. The orig- 
inal oil in the engine is still in 
use after 77,000 miles of travel.

NEWSPAPER PAYROLLS ONLY 
ONES BIGGER THAN IN 1926 


Of 54 Industries, Labor Department 
Finds Printing Alone Has 
Held Own. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—News- 
paper printing today is the only one 
of the 54 principal manufacturing 
industries in this country maintain- 
ing a larger payroll than in 1926. 

This was shown in the Depart- 
ment of Labor's monthly statistics 
on employment ani wages. 

The payroll total index for the 
month of June was determined by 
the department as 107.9, based on 
representing the 1926 average us’ 
100. The slaughtering and meat- 
packing industry during the month 
maintained the relatively high av- 
erage of 91, while shipbuilding av- 
eraged 89.8. 

The general index for the month, 
covering 12 main groups, 54 specific 
industries and 13,887 identical es- 
tablishments, stood at 62.5, a de- 
crease of 6.2 per cent from May. 

The piano and orcan building in- 
dex in June stood at 22.9. Next in 
lowest. was agricultural implements. 
with 32, followed by carriages and 
wagons and by steam fittings, each 
with an index of 40. 

The industries had 2,798,185 em- 
ployes, with combined weekly earn- 
ings of $64,068,865. Of the 12 
main groups on which the index is 
based, tobacco products alone/R 
showed increased wages for the 
month.
